5. NEVERTHELESS, COMMENTARY CONTINUES "MORE THAN ONE OBSERVER 
FEELS THAT THE WEST HAS FAILED IN ITS ATTEMPTS TO MAKE IAN 
SMITH COME TO HIS SENSES. THE PROOF OF THIS IS THE FACT THAT 
UNTIL NOW, NO ONE HAS BEEN ABLE TO STOP THE CONTINUING MASSIVE 
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DESTRUCTION OF THE BLACK RACE IN RHODESIA. STILL, IT WOULD BE
